New lork, June 18.—A special 
to the Herald from Washington 
says: There has been a modifica­ 
tion of the “ big stick” proverb. 
Beginning with his inauguration 
as governor of New York, Mr 
Roosevelt followed the policy laid 
down in the adage, “ Speak softly 
and carry a big stick and you will 
go far.” But he has departed 
from that. His method is, "Speak 
harshly and use the big stick and 
you will go farther.”

Strange manifestations appear 
(in 
Alaska) as a result of the extreme 
cold, one is the way a Are burns in the 
stove. 
It roars and crackles like 
a 
great forge, and wood in 
the stove 
seems to dissolve in the flames like a 
chunk of ice; the wood is gone and we 
wonder where the heat went. 
At 40 
degrees below, every stovepipe throws 
out a great white cloud of smoke and 
vapor, resembling a steamboat in Its 
whiteness, and 
this 
cloud 
streams 
away for 50 to IOO feet, writes Chester 
W. Tennant, in Popular Mechanics. 
Prospectors, in attempting to boil a 
dish of rice or beans upon a campfire 
unprotected from the weather, find 
that the side of the dish which is in 
the fire will boil while the part of the 
dish exposed to 
the 
weather 
has 
frozen. 
To remedy this, the dish is 
set completely into the fire. 
Edged tools subjected to this tem­ 
perature become as hard and brittle 
as glass and will break as readily un 
der strain. 
I have seen a pop safety 
valve blowing off steam when weather 
was below 60 degrees, 
with 
icicles 
which had formed by the condensa 
tion while It was blowing off hanging 
from the outer rim of the valve. 
All 
vegetables, 
potatoes, 
apples, 
fruit, eggs, etc., can be allowed 
to 
freeze until they become like bullets 
To make ready for use, place them in 
cold water half a day before using, 
and the frost will slowly withdraw 
without injury to the article. 
(Exposed parts of the body 
would 
freeze in. thi^ temperature while going 
the distance of one block. Mr. Ten­ 
nant tells of remarkable results 
ob 
talned by thawing out frozen 
feet, 
hands or ears in coal oil. The mem­ 
bers are immersed in the oil, some­ 
times for four o r'five hours, and they 
thaw without leaving any 
injurious 
results. The hint from the north bay 
may be well worth 
remembering to 
those exposed to the severer turns of 
temperature in our own winters. Of 
the kerosene treatment Mr. Tennant 
says:) 
This is absolutely a safe remedy, 
and one thus escapes the surgeon’s 
knife, as no bad results follow. This 
is not hearsay, as a man was saved a 
few years ago at our office by the night 
watchman who found him in the snow 
(four degrees below zero) and both 
hands frozen to the wrists. 
He was 
taken into the office and treated as 
above for about five hours, when all 
the frost was drawn out without so 
much as losing a finger tip. 
The physicians were amazed, ae they 
thought amputation would have to be 
resorted to. His hands were as white, 
and hard as marble, and when placed 
in the oil they snapped and crackled 
as the oil began to act upon the ice 
crystals. 
This remedy should be remembered 
by all residents of cold climates, as it 
would save many a limb. The temper­ 
ature of the oil should be about the 
same as that of the living room (about 
60 degrees above zero.) 
One has to be careful about touch 
ing things with unprotected hands. It 
Is dangerous to take hold of a door 
knob when it is 60 degrees below zero 
or thereabouts, with 
the 
uncovered 
hand, unless you are careful instantly 
to release your hold, for if you do it 
will freeze your inner palm in 
five 
seconds, be very 
painful 
thereafter, 
and the result is the same as from 
touching a redhot stove. 
Goal oil begins to thicken at 40 de­ 
grees below, and at 60 and 70 degrees 
below becomes as thick as lard, or but 
a very little darker, and can be cut 
out of th f can with a knife the samf 
aa you would cut lard or butter. 
A 
lighted lamp or lantern left exposed in 
this temperature will freeze up and go 
out in 80 minutes. 
I have not seen 
gasoline become stiff yet from any of 
the low temperatures that we have ex­ 
perienced. 


FRENCH TOYS FOR BEACH. 


Are 
More 
Elaborate Than Those 
Made for the American 
Youngsters. 


The toys with which French chil­ 
dren play on the bench Include a va­ 
ried assortment of implements 
and 
playtiiinge to use in the sand at the 
seashore. 
First, there la a sand screen, such as 
budders use, but in miniature, and 
which, with a brace at the back, can 
be set up in like manner on the beach, 
for screening the sand; and then there 
is a little hand sieve or sifter which 
can be used for the same purpose.

PRECOCIOUS SENILITY. 


Valuable Lives Snuffed Out In Youth 
and Middle Age by Dis­ 
ease of Age. 


Precocious senility, when marked and 
rapid, is so rare as to be mere acad­ 
emic Interest, a pathelogic curiosity, 
such as the recorded 
instance 
of 
children of six years dying with arter­ 
iosclerosis and other signs of extreme 
age, says American Medicine. Even the 
very uncommon, but a much larger 
number of milder cases have so long 
been noted as to have given rise to the 
axiom that a man is as old as his ar­ 
teries. 
These cases 
deserve 
more 
thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures as to prevent 
decay, and save to society so many 
valuable lives which are now snuffed 
out in the middle age by diseases of 
the senile. There has been much wild 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, 
to 
some more or less sensational investi­ 
gations of Metchnikoff on the causes 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond the 
century mark. Yet it is a serious proK 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all Its life changes in 50 
years, while another under apparently 
identical conditions 
lasts 
30 years 
longer.

of an antitoxin corresponding to that 
used In diphtheria has not been olu 
talned. 
Pneumonia, however, is the 
bacteremic disease and as yet In none 
of this type have satisfactory results 
been secured in relation to antisera. 
The hope of success nevertheless It 
gradually grow-ing brighter.

NOT WISE 
TO SKIMP 
TABLE. 


Housewives Had Better Pay Butch­ 
ers Than Doctors—-Subtle Poisons 
Sometimes Lurk in Cheap Attrac- 
tive-Looking Articles for the Table 
' 
—Fruit the Foundation of a Good 
Table—Avoid Monotony in Choice 
of Breakfast Foods—Dinners May 
< Be Simple and Inviting — Soup 
W hets the Appetite and Aids Di­ 
gestion—Good Food Better Than 
Fine Clothing. 


BY MARGARET E. SANGSTER. 
I was sitting one day in a ferry boat, 
and I could not avoid hearing the con­ 
versation of the women who were my 
fellow passengers. 
0 n8 of them was 
very beautifully dressed, and her friend 
seemed impressed with the elegance 
of her costume on which she made 
admiring comments, particularly prais­ 
ing the richness of the material and 
the exclusiveness of the style. 
“You don’t get style like this,” said 
the first, “unless you pay for it. 
I 
went to Mme. X., and her prices 
are frightfully high, but I was will­ 
ing to meet them, for I had made the 
subject of dress a study, and wa3 
determined to look as well as any 
one in the town. 
I see by your ex­ 
pression that you are wondering how 
I managed it on Edward’s salary, 
did it by economy. 
I never go beyon I 
my means. I make it a rule to save 
on my table. 
Edward and the chil­ 
dren get along quite well on cheap 
cuts of meat and on codfish and pota­ 
toes, as they would on beef steak and 
chops such as you have on your table 
all the while.” 
The other woman shook her head. 
John would never allow saying on tho 
table. 
He insists that the children 
must be nourished with the best food, 
and that he would rather pay 
the 
butcher than the doctor.” 
The boat bumped against the dock, 
and as our custom is in this hurrying 
country, we all rushed 
together 
to 
make the landing with what speed we 
might, and to start on 
our 
several 
ways. 
Of my neighbors in the cabin 
I saw no more , but I had my private 
conclusions about a wife and mother 
whose vanity was so pronounced that 
for the sake of personal adornment, 
rich garments, and costly finery, she 
deliberately abridged tho supplies of 
her table. 
I had a vision of her hus­ 
band somewhat scantily fed and 
of 
her children aenemic and pallid, in or­ 
der that she might hold her own with 
the wives of wealthier men than E d­ 
ward. 
I had great respect for John 
of the sturdier fiber, and for his sen­ 
sible wife. 
It is misnamed economy 
that puts the emphasis of living on 
dress and spends so much for clothing 
that neither body nor brain can be 
furnished with a diet that makes good 
red 
blood, 
and 
maintains physical 
strength at the highest point of excel­ 
lence. 


I do not think that many American 
women make this egregious blunder. 
The alphabet of frugality is so little 
understood by most of us that we ex­ 
pend far more than we need on th 3 
table, the same rate of lavishness run­ 
ning straight through all our 
daily 
conduct and through the ordering of 
our homes. 
Everyone has heard the 
oft repeated observation that a fam ­ 
ily in France can live comfortably on 
what in an American kitchen is habit­ 
ually thrown away. Undoubtedly there 
is some truth in this; many women 
having had no preliminary training in 
taking care of left-overs and of odds 
and ends, and others having not Uhe 
faintest idea of what and how to buy. 
A course in marketing should 
be 
a 
part of every young woman’s education 
and a course in catering would do few 
girls any harm. 
The ordinary cook 
and housemaid 
survey with scorn 
the mistress who 
keeps tally of the sugar, butter and 
eggs that are used in the kitchen, and 
regards with disfavor the thrifty habU 
of keeping on the back of the range 
th at 
pot-au-feu, 
into 
which 
every 
housekeeper in France puts the scraps 
and bits that combine to make a savory 
soup.

A good table is one on which at 
every meal appetizing and nourishing 
food Is placed in sufficient variety to 
tem pt the palate and 
build 
up 
the 
family from the baby to the grand­ 
father, in health and vigor. We hea'* 
a great deal in these days about food 
adulteration, and it is safe to say that 
people who depend largely on canned 
goods and prepared foods should buy 
only of the best manufacturers, and 
avoid those whose wares cannot stan t 
the test of chemical analysis. 
To say that all such foods are adul­ 
terated is to speak foolishly, and to u t­ 
ter a sweeping censure that is not de­ 
served.

Strange manifestations Appear (in 


Alaska) as a result of the extreme 
cold, one is the way a fire burns in the 
stove. It roars and crackles like a 
great forgtt, and wood In the stove 
seems to dissolve In the flames like a 
chunk of ice; the wood is gone and we 
wonder where the heat went. At 60 
degrees below, every stovepipe throws 
out a great white cloud of smoke and 
vapor, resembling a steamboat in its 
whiteness, and this cloud streams 
away for 60 to 100 feet, writes Chester 
W. Tennant, in Popular Mechanics. 


Prospectors, In attempting to boil a 
dish of rice or beans upon a campfire 
unprotected from the weather, find 
that the side of the dish which is In 
the flre will boll while the part of the 
dish exposed to 
the 
weather has 


frozen. To remedy this, the dish is 
set completely into the flre 


Edged tools subjected to this tem- 


perature become as hard and brittle 
as glass and will break as readily un- 
der strain. I have seen a pop safety 
valve blowing off steam when weather 
was below 60 degrees, with icicles 
which had formed by the condensa- 
tion while it was blowing off hanging 
from the outer rim of the valve. 


All vegetables, 
potatoes, apples, 


fruit, eggs, etc., can be allowed 
to 


freeze until they become like bullets 
To make ready for use, place them in 
cold water half a day before using, 
and the frost will slowly withdraw 
without injury to the article. 


(Exposed parts of the body would 


freeze in! thlp temperature while going 
the distance of one block. Mr. Ten- 
nant tells of remarkable results ob- 
tained by thawing out frozen feet, 
hands or ears In "coal oil. The mem- 
bers are immersed in the oil, some- 
times tor four or'five hours, and they 
thaw without leaving any 
injurious 


results. The hint from the north bay 
may be well worth remembering to 
those exposed to the severer turns of 
temperature in our own winters. Of 
the kerosene treatment Mr Tennant 
says:) 


This Is absolutely a safe remedy, 


and one thus escapes the surgeon's 
knife, as no bad results follow. This 
is not hearsay, as a man was saved a 
few years ago at our office by the night 
watchman who found him in the snow 
(four degrees below zero) and both 
hands frozen to the wrists. He was 
taken Into the oflce and treated as 
above for about five hours, when all 
the frost was drawn out without so 
much aa losing a finger tip. 


The physicians were amazed, aa they 


thought amputation would have to be 
resorted to. His hands were aa white 
and bard as marble, and when placed 
in the oil they snapped and crackled 
as the oil began to act upon the ice 
crystals. 
This remedy should be remembered 


by all residents of cold climates, as it 
would save many a limb. The temper- 
ature of the oil should be about the 
same as that of the living room (about 
60 degrees above zero ) 


One has to be careful about touch* 


ing things with unprotected hands. It 
is dangerous to take hold of a door 
knob when it is 60 degrees below zero 
or thereabouts, with the uncovered 
hand, unless you are careful instantly 
to release your hold, for if you do it 
will freeze your inner palm in five 
seconds, be very painful 
thereafter, 


and the result is the same as from 
touching a redhot stove. 


Ooal oil begins to thicken at 40 de- 


grees below, and at 60 and 70 degrees 
below becomes as thick as lard, or but 
a very little darker, and can be cut 
out of th£ can with a knife the same 
aa you would cut lard or butter. A 
lighted lamp or lantern left exposed in 
this temperature will freeze up and go 
out in 80 minutes. I have not seen 
gasoline become stiff yet from any of 
the low temperatures that we have ex- 
perienced.

emlc Interest, a pathologic curiosity 
such as the recorded instance o 
children of six years dying with arter 
iosclerosis and other signs of extreme 
age, says American Medicine. Even the 
very uncommon, but a much larger 
number of milder cases have so loni 
been noted as to have given rise to thi 
axiom that a man la as old aa his ar- 
teries. 
These cases deserve 
more 


thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures as to preven 
decay, and save' to society so many 
valuable lives which are now snuffed 
out in the middle age by diseases o; 
the senile. There has been much wile 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, to 
some more or less sensational investi- 
gations of Metchnikoft on the causea 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond the 
century mark. Tet It Is a serious proK. 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all its life changes in 60 
years, while another under apparently 
Identical conditions lasts 
80 years 
longer.

been secured in relation to antiaera. 
The hope of success nevertheless la 
gradually growing brighter.

We hear 


a great deal in these days about food 
adulteration, and it is safe to say that 
people who depend largely on canned 
goods and prepared foods should buy 
only of the best manufacturers, anil 
avoid those whose wares cannot stanl 
the test of chemical analysis. 


To say that all such foods are adul- 


terated is to speak foolishly, and to ut- 
ter a sweeping censure that is not de- 
served. There are firms whose very 


ety and full 01 nutriment, we snoulc 
begin the day with fruit, either in thfl 
natural state or well cooked.

there is large room for choice. Baked 
apples and stewed prunes would in 


OK TBJB many cases shut the door on bitter 


pills and potions once considered in- 
evitable as part of the diet of children 
Is there anywhere a man or womau 
growing old who has not disagreeable 
recollections of nauseous doses forced 
upon reluctant lips in childhood. Thar) 
was once a brew compounded of senna 
and manna that had a peculiarly odi- 
ous flavor, and as for syrup of rheu- 
barb, squills, paregoric and castor ol' 
few were the boya and girls who were 
not In former days compelled to take 
thorn as the price of health. Fruit In 
its season does away in the main with 
the necessity for such doses, and Is 
therefore the foundation of a good bi- 
ble. 


Next to this come cereals of eveiy 


kind, the chief requirement for tho 
housekeeper in selecting her grains 
and meals and flakes being to resort 
frequently to change, so that the tab's 
be not monotonous. For people wiio 
do not go forth to dally labor a light 
breakfast Is preferable to a heavy one. 
But a man whose luncheon must be 
slight, or a child going to school 
should have fish, eggs or meat, in ad- 
dition to fruit and cereal. Grown pe >- 
pie may have good tea and good cof- 
fee as an accompaniment of their 
meals, and plenty of bread and butter 
must not be omitted. For children anJ 
young people milk is better than stim- 
ulating coffee and tea. 


Luncheon is more or less a movabla 


feast, whether It be taken at mid-day 
or later. Where the men of a house- 
hold can conveniently come home to 
a noon-day dinner the ideal conditions 
for health obtain, but a majority ot 
families find the late dinner indispen- 
sable. It should begin with soup or 
broth. For what reason so meay 
housekeepers look upon soup as appro- 
priate to an elaborate dinner, but su- 
perfluous in a simple one is a problem 
I have never been able to solve. One-? 
establish the habit of preparing and 
serving soup every day, ond it will be 
found that this is as easy and simplo 
as any other course 


As an introduction to dinner a soup, 


with meat as a basis, or with a bisque 
of vegetables and milk, is an admira- 
ble aid to digestion, and acts as a spur 
when one is too weary immediately to 
assimilate more solid food 
A roast or 


a broil of beef, mutton or chicken, fol- 
lowing soup, accompanied by two vege- 
tables, sufficiently fills the bill for an 
ordinary dinner. After this may como 
a salad or a sweet, according to choice 
In the daily menu these are not neces- 
sary at the same time, although when 
the dinner is a function to which 
guests have been asked, neither of 
these courses can be omitted. 


In some departments ot the home 


there must always be constant consid- 
eration of ways and means, since most 
incomes are limited and no single In-

ALL ABOUT THE HAIR. 


Pinching the Scalp Often Will Be- 


store Vitality to the Hair—What 


Causes Baldneu. 


In the case of a man early baldness 


is the result of too much moisture and 
too much hat. A man covers his head 
with a heavy, stiff-rimmed Derby and 
wears it very nearly all the time, first 
carefully brushing his hair as hard as 
possible and—usually—soaking it to 
make it smooth. 
Rightly 
resenting 


such treatment, the follicles let go of 
the hair roots, they simply and natu- 
rally fall out, and there is no strength 
left in the remaining few rootlets to 
grow new. 


The girl curls and waves her hair 


on irons that may be too hot; she 
draws it up In an unnatural strain 
and pins it with dozens of stiff iron 
wires, crooked to keep them in just 
as tight as she can; sometimes, many 
times, she only attends to her hair 
once a day, and it remains In all Its 
discomfort during the night as well as 
by day. 


When fashion says so, she 
pins 


great rolls of heavy woven stuff close 
to the head and then pins the hair to 
them, creating a falre heat that ef- 
fectually destroys the hair follicles. In 
due course she notes thin spots on 
her temples! she sees the life and 
gloss gradually depart; she finds gray 
hairs by the score and too late real- 
izes that her hair is ruined. 


As I have so often said, the condi- 


tion of the general health has a great 
deal to do with the condition of the 
hair; it Is not always the invalid, how- 
ever, who notes the change for the 
worse in her hair; sometimes a per- 
son, apparently in the best of health, 
will lose a head of fine hair, seem- 
ingly without cause. 
Then Is 
the 


time to "read the riot act," that hair 
has been loat by ill-treatment, and 
may never be entirely restored. 
Yet 


there is always a chance when a per- 
son Is well and strong, the vitality im- 
parts itself and the hair resumes its 
luxuriance with proper care. 


Let us take this first case because 


it Is the easier- 
Begin at once by 


restoring some of the lost vitality; let 
the hair hang when possible; let It 
blow in the wind and get the full rays 
of the sun, give the scalp a chance to 
feel those rays also; leave out the pins 
and neither tie nor drag the hair In 
any way; clip the ends as short as 
possible to permit of the strength 
going into the new hair that is strug- 
gling out, and massage gently as after 
as possible also. 
The movement in 


massaging the scalp Is not rubbing, 
more like pinching with thumb and 
fingers far apart, making the skin of 
the scalp move on the bone of the 
skull. 
This Is very effective In 
re- 


storing a healthy condition if no tonic 
at all Is used; indeed where the skin is 
at all oily pressure of the fingers is 
enough.

BIG STICK POLICY IS 


DISTURBING THE G. 0. P. 


New fork, June 18.—A special 


to the Herald from Washington 
says: There has been a caodtfiva- 
tten of the "big stick" proverb. 
Beginning with his inauguration 
as governor of New York, Mr. 
Roosevelt; followed the policy laid 
down in the adage, "Speak softly 
and carry a biff stick and you will 
go far." But he has departed 
from that- His method is, "Speak 
harshly and use the big stick and 
yon will no farther." 
In conse- 


quence of adopting the dabbing 
method of dealing with Congress, 
President Roosevelt has accom- 
plished much barm. 
• 
' 


He has probably insured the 


success of a peat inspection law, 
which will contain exactly the 
provisions he demands, and which 
wtU fix him more firmly in the af 


fection* of the public. But he 
has aroused resentment against 
himself in the popular branch of 
Conjures* that will probably out 
last his occupancy in the White 
House, 
The extreme lengths to 


which Mr.Roosevelt has gone are 
likely to have far-reaching effect 
in American politics. 


Added to a personal hostility of 


a majority of the Senators is now 
the personal hostility of a major- 
ity of. the Representatives. It is 
inevitable that an explosion shall 
come sooner or later which will 
place the entire Cong ess of the 
United States quite as openly 
against the Presiden, aa .it was 
against Jackson in hia first admin 
istration and against Johnson in 
the last three years he served as 
President 


The statehood bill was signed 


by the President Saturday after- 
noon shortly before 8 o'clock. 
The final act necessary to confer 
statehood upon Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory was performed 
in the Cabinet room of the Execu- 
tive offices. All the residents of 
Oklahoma now in Washington 
were present, 
including Mr. 


McGuire, Oklahoma's Delegate in 
Congress. In addition, Mr. Beve- 
ridge, chairman of the Senate 
Committee ' on Territories; Mr. 
Hamilton, chairman of the House 
Committee on Territories were 
present. 
> 


The enrolled bill was taken to 


the White House by Mr. McGuire 
about 2:39 o'clock. The Presi 
dent had informed Mr- McGwire, 
that having read a printed copy 
of the bill he would be ready to 
sign, the enrolled copy as soon as 
presented. Those who wished to 
witness the ceremony, therefore, 
had gathered in the Cabinet room. 


When. Mr. MoQuire arrived 


with the enrolled bill the Presi- 
dent was called from his private 
office. Coming out into the Cabi-1 
net room he was introduced to all 
those present, after which, taking j 
the enrolled bill the President] 
retired to his private office. The 
President remained in bis office 
about twenty minutes. Then re- 
turning abruptly, the President 
exclaimed: 


"Gentlemen, I am ready to 


sign the bill." 


Two pens, neither of which had 


known the stain of ink, were ly- 
ing on the President's desk. One 
of them was made of gold the 
other from the feather of tin 
eagle. As the President moved 
to the chair of his desk the little! 


group of men gathered about, 
forming a circle. 


Picking up the gold pen the 


President 
wrote 
"Theodore," 


then seizing the quill he wrote 
"Rooseveft." 
- 


The act which enables Oklaho 


ma and Indian Territory to come 
into the Union was a reality, 


The gold pen was given to Mr. 


McGuire, the quill, the President 
remarked, would be sent to Char- 
ley Hunter, who had fashioned it 
from the feather of an eagle 
which he had killed. 


The ceremony was over save 


that everybody shook hands with 
everybody else and the President. 
The President, always animated, 
was on this occasion buoyant. 
He bad. something to say to 
every one^

Strange manifestations Appear (in 


Alaska) as a result of the extreme 
cold, one is the way a fire burns in the 
stove. It roars and crackles like a 
great fbrgtt, and wood tto. the stove 
seems to dissolve In the flames like a 
chunk of ice; the wood is gone and we 
wonder where the heat went. At SO 
degrees below, every stovepipe throws 
out a great white cloud of smoke and 
vapor, resembling a steamboat in its 
whiteness, and this cloud streams 
away for 60 to 100 feet, writes Chester 
W. Tennant, in Popular Mechanics. 


Prospectors, In attempting to boll a 
dish of rice or beans upon a campfire 
unprotected from the weather, find 
that the side of the dish which is In 
the fire will boil while the part of the 
dish exposed to 
the 
weather 
has 


frozen. To remedy this, the dish is 
set completely into the flre 


Edged tools subjected to this tem- 


perature become as hard and brittle 
as glass and will break as readily un- 
der strain. I have seen a pop safety 
valve blowing off steam when weather 
was below 60 degrees, with icicles 
which had formed by the condensa- 
tion while It was blowing off hanging 
from the outer rim of the valve. 


All vegetables, 
potatoes, apples, 


fruit, eggs, etc., can be allowed to 
freeze until they become like bullets 
To make ready for use, place them in 
cold water half a day before using, 
and the frost will slowly withdraw 
without injury to the article. 


(Exposed parts of the body would 


freeze in! thlp temperature while going 
the distance of one block. Mr. Ten- 
nant tells of remarkable results ob- 
tained by thawing out frozen feet, 
hands or ears In ooal oil. The mem- 
bers are immersed in the oil, some- 
times tor four or'five hours, and they 
thaw without leaving any 
injurious 


results. The hint from the north bay 
may be well worth remembering to 
those exposed to the severer turns of 
temperature in our own winters. Of 
the kerosene treatment Mr Tennant 
says:) 


This Is absolutely a safe remedy, 


and one thus escapes the surgeon's 
knife, as no bad results follow. This 
is not hearsay, as a man was saved a 
few years ago at our office by the night 
watchman who found him in the snow 
(four degrees below zero) and both 
hands frozen to the wrists. He was 
taken Into the offlce and treated as 
above for about five hours, when all 
the frost was drawn out without so 
much aa losing a finger tip. 


The physicians were amazed, aa they 


thought amputation would have to be 
resorted to. His hands were aa white 
and bard as marble, and when placed 
in the oil they snapped and crackled 
as the oil began to act upon the ice 
crystals. 
This remedy should be remembered 


by all residents of cold climates, as it 
would save many a limb. The temper- 
ature of the oil should be about the 
same as that of the living room (about 
60 degrees above zero ) 


One has to be careful about touch- 


ing things with unprotected hands. It 
is dangerous to take hold of a door 
knob when it is 60 degrees below zero 
or thereabouts, with the uncovered 
hand, unless you are careful instantly 
to release your hold, for if you do it 
will freeze your inner palm in five 
seconds, be very painful 
thereafter, 


and the result is the same as from 
touching a redhot stove. 


Ooal oil begins to thicken at 40 de- 


grees below, and at 60 and 70 degrees 
below becomes as thick as lard, or but 
a very little darker, and can be cut 
out of th£ can with a knife the same 
aa you would cut lard or butter. A 
lighted lamp or lantern left exposed in 
tbia temperature will freeze up and go 
out in 80 minutes. I have not seen 
gasoline become stiff yet from any of 
the low temperatures that we have ex- 
perienced.

thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures aa to prevent 
decay, and save" to society so many 
valuable lives which are now snuffed 
out in the middle age by diseases oi 
the senile. There has been much wild 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, to 
some more or less sensational investi- 
gations of Metchnikoft on the causea 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond the 
century mark. Tet it is a serious proK 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all its life changes in 60 
years, while another under apparently 
Identical conditions 
lasts 
80 yeart 
longer.
